amed for the Indiana town in which 
N: was located, Auburn had been 

manufacturing automobiles of 
somewhat conventional appearance since 
1900. But in 1924, Auburn was to under- 
go something of a revolution. With a 
team of the finest managers, engineers 
and designers, Auburn performed a com- 
plete about-face and soon began produc- 
ing some of the most remarkable cars of 
the era. 

By the end of the 1920s, Auburn had 
taken on a new, sportier look with the 
introduction of a two-passenger speed- 
ster. In the early Thirties, a line of sedans, 
phaetons and speedsters had been devel- 
oped, setting the stage for the ultimate 
Auburn luxury-performer of the 1930s. 

That car was the Auburn 851 
Speedster introduced in 1935. Styled by 
the legendary Gordon M. Buehrig, the 
Model 851 combined dashing good looks 
with unparalleled performance. Its strik- 
ing body was distinguished by that rak- 
ish symbol of speed, the boattail. In 
addition to the familiar Auburn hood 
ornament, a second ornament was cut in 
half, with each half mounted behind 
doors on each side. Deeply skirted fend- 
ers, raked v-screen windshield and four 
flexible exhaust pipes sweeping from the 
hood were combined to make a bold 
visual statement. 

The Model 851 made a statement of 
another kind, as well. For under its hood 
was a bona fide fireball. The powerful 
supercharged straight eight engine 
developed 150 horsepower, and could 


reach speeds upwards of 104 mph. In 
fact, as a stock car, the Model 851 set 
speed records at the Bonneville Salt 
Flats in the summer of 1935. 

Before each Model 851 was delivered 
to the buyer, it was test-driven at speeds 
of more than 100 mph. Certifying that. 
fact, a special plaque was mounted to 
each dash. (Look at the dash on this die- 
cast model, and you'll see that even this 
certifying plaque has been replicated.) 

The Model 851 was continued into 
1936. Ironically, this stylish performer 
may have been too popular. Auburn 
could not possibly keep up with orders, 
partly because each car was built virtual- 
ly by hand, and partly because the pricé 
proved too good a bargain. The Auburn 
line was discontinued completely in 1937.

the conversation sparkles. An English 

woman, speaking of her fondness for a 
particular luxury car, is overheard by the 
renowned builder of racing cars Ettore 
Bugatti. His professional pride is piqued, 
and he vows to himself to build a luxury 
automobile of unparalleled size, speed, 
and elegance. 

Perhaps the story is apocryphal. 
However in 1913, Ettore Bugatti, in a let- 
ter to a friend, did vow to build a car that 
would be beyond all criticism. It would 
be the largest, costliest, grandest auto- 
mobile in history. 

Bugatti built only six Royale chassis, 
each fitted with bodies built by the 
world’s greatest coachbuilders. An enor- 
mous car, Bugatti needed an engine that 
could drive the weight, that would make 
the Royale as powerful as it was big. 
Surprisingly, with all that power, weight 
and size, the Bugatti Royale was noted 
for its smooth ride. In 1927, when a writ- 
er for an automotive magazine tested the 
ride, he proclaimed it smoother than 
even rail cars. 

Of the various bodies that were made 
for the Bugatti Royale, the Coupé 
Napoléon was that of Bugatti’s personal 
automobile. Designed by his son, Jean 
Bugatti, the Coupé Napoléon was mod- 
eled on the horse-drawn vehicles of by- 
gone days. It was a passenger coupe 
situated behind an open section for the 
chauffeur, and the engine compartment 
was enormously long with graceful lines 
that belied the incomparable power 


[ince a dinner party. It is 1913 and 


under its hood. The regal vehicle was 
crowned with an innovative four-paneled 
glass sunroof. 

If the exterior of the Coupé Napoléon 
gave an impression of regal splendor, 
then the interior outshone it. Cloth seats 
and handsomely appointed instruments 
added to the elegance underscored by 
the ride itself. 

Intended for a select market the 
Bugatti Royale reflected the economic 
optimism of the early 1920s. But soon 
the world would see harsher times and 
the Bugatti Royale would become a part 
of history. The Bugatti Royale is consid- 
ered a milestone in automotive history 
and is one of the most impressive cars + 
among collectors. In 1930s currency, the 
Bugatti Royale sold for about $40,000; to- 
day, it could bring upwards of $15 million. 

Ettore Bugatti’s own car, the Coupé 
Napoléon, is the showpiece of the 
Schlumpf Collection in Le Musée 
National de l’Automobile de Mulhouse in 
France. The celebrated builder had want- 
ed a car that appealed exclusively to roy- 
alty—instead he got an automobile that 
was royalty itself.

The 1953 Eldorado was so tied with the 
idea of elegance and prestige, that it was 
the car in which President Eisenhower 
chose to ride in his inaugural parade.

The 1937 Cord 812 immediately 
turned heads, combining innovation with 
performance that was both exciting and 
proficient. 

The Cord 812’s history begins with 
the idea of designing a mid-range 
Duesenberg that would sell between the 
company’s relatively affordable model 
and the exclusive Model J. With a design 
team headed by chief designer Gordon 
M. Buehrig, the “baby-Duesenberg” 
design was born but it never reached 
production because of an economic dis- 
aster in the Auburn-Cord-Duesenberg tri- 
umvirate. After a few months, however, 
the Cord Corporation approved the con- 
struction of a similar model, and Buehrig 
was given the opportunity of a lifetime— 
overall responsibility for the design of an 
innovative automobile. 

The innovations on Buehrig’s model 
are legendary. To enhance the interior 
room, a “step-down” passenger floor was 
designed. Concealed headlamps, that 
were raised and lowered by chrome-plat- 
ed handcranks under the dash, predated 
similar features on future sports cars. It 
was the first American car to place the 
horn on the steering wheel and to put 
the handbrake under the dash. The hub- 
cap, with the twelve cooling holes around 
its perimeter, covered the entire wheel, a 
first in the industry. The Cord 812 was 
also available with a supercharged 
Lycoming engine that was capable of 
speeds up to 110 mph.

But of all the innovations, the Cord 
812’s front-wheel drive format was the 
most remarkable. It was the world’s first 
car with front-wheel drive to be mass 
produced. ; 

However, it is looks more than innova- 
tions that made the Cord 812 a great 
automobile. Hinges were concealed to 
give a streamlined look. Running boards 
were scrapped as being too “old-fash- 
ioned.” The long “alligator” hood with 
louvered grille and the aerodynamic 
“pontoon-type” fenders added to the 
impression that this was a car ahead of 
its time. 

The 1937 Cord 812 Phaeton Coupe, 
which this model replicates, is displayed 
in the Auburn-Cord-Duesenberg 
Museum, in Auburn, Indiana. 
Throughout the world, the Cord is 
regarded as a landmark in automotive 
design. The New York Museum of 
Modern Art selected the Cord as one of 
the eight finest examples of industrial 
design and automotive art, an honor that 
contributes to the Cord’s impact on auto- 
motive history.

etting the nation revved up was what 

the first Corvette was all about. 

When this experimental “Dream 
Car” was introduced at the General 
Motors Motorama in New York City in 
January 1953, excited spectators went 
goggle-eyed. ; 

The breathtaking piece of machinery 
flirted with visitors from a slowly revolv- 
ing turntable set up in front of a mural of 
Manhattan. 

Covetous car buffs were amazed when 
they learned that the Corvette’s sleek 
body was made of fiberglass. The practi- 
cal use of this material in the auto indus- 
try was an idea that some, in a fit of sour 
grapes, called mad. But those who appre- 
ciated how it looked on the Corvette 
called it what it was—revolutionary. 

Going from the cool gleam of its lus- 
trous Polo White exterior paint, oglers 
were almost sizzled to a crisp when they 
peered into the car through the chrome- 
bound plastic side windows...the 
Corvette’s red hot cockpit boasted body- 
cradling bucket seats upholstered in red 
leather-grained vinyl with contrasting 
white top-stitching. 

The sporty instrumentation panel and 
steering wheel were stark white and the 
plush carpeting and upholstered interior 
side walls were so red they would have 
made a chili pepper burn with envy. 

The car was oh-so-looong and oh-so- 
looow...167 air-finned, streamlined inch- 
es from front to rear, and 33 inches of 
cool, coy understatement from the 
ground to the top of the door panel. 


Under the large pop-up hood was the 
235.5 c.i.d., 150 hp., high compression, 6- 
cylinder, 3-carburetor engine, appropri- 
ately nicknamed the “Blue Flame.” This 
potent powerhouse could take the car 
from 0 to 60 mph in 11 seconds and 
streak it along like white lightning at a 
maximum speed of 107 mph. 

The brand new Corvette put an 
exquisite itch-to-own into the hearts of 
so many visitors to the GM Motorama 
that Chevrolet decided to produce 300 
preliminary units. for promotion and VIP 
sales. < 

The very first official production 
Corvette rolled off the Flint, Michigan 
line on June 30, 1953. What a day and © 
what a car it was. Late in 1954 motor 
magazine ads began to tout the Corvette 
with such praises as “First of the Dream 
Cars to come true” and “...a bucket-seat 
roadster that will hold its own with 
Europe’s best...” 

As any motor enthusiast knows, a 
good sports car has to be more than just 
a pretty body with a slick gimmick...it 
has to prove itself, time and again, on the 
fast track where it counts. 

From “way back when” right up 
through a geneology that embraces the 
future, the Corvette has done just that. It 
is truly the American sports car!

wealthy tycoons who purchased 

Duesenbergs during the 1920s and 
1930s, could afford to own the best. The 
automobile they drove was just that. The 
Duesenberg has been described as the 
world’s most uncompromising prestige 
car. Unquestionably, the Duesenberg 
Model J, introduced in late 1928, set new 
standards in automotive performance 
and luxury. 

The performance came naturally, for 
Fred and August Duesenberg, who 
established the Duesenberg Motor 
Company in 1920, had been building 
champion racing cars for many years. 
Duesenbergs had placed first in the 1921 
French Grand Prix and at Indianapolis in 
1924. The cars had established no less 
than 66 American speed records. 

The Model J’s straight eight engine 
was born of this experience. It had dual 
overhead camshafts, four valves per 
cylinder, a 3%4 inch by 4% inch bore and 
stroke, and produced 265 horsepower. It 
was by far the most powerful production 
car of its day and could easily produce 
speeds of more than 100 miles per hour. 

Customers purchased the chassis for 
the Model J from Duesenberg, and the 
car’s body was custom built by any one 
of several fine American coachbuilders. 
Among them was Derham, the firm that 
created the long, graceful body for the 
1930 Duesenberg J Derham Tourster. 
Distinguished by its elegant lines, sweep- 
ing fenders, and with a windshield 
between the front and back seats, the

Tourster looked impressive with the top 
up or down. 

Among the Tourster’s more interest- 
ing features was its well appointed 
instrument panel: Against an engine- 
turned oxidized nickel background was 
an impressive array of gauges including 
a speedometer with a 150-mile limit, 
altimeter, oil, brake pressure and tem- 
perature gauges, tachometer, ammeter, 
plus a combination clock and stop watch. 

The Model J Derham Tourster was 
created by the legendary Gordon M. 
Buehrig, who was then chief body 
designer for Duesenberg. He also 
authenticated this 1:24 scale die-cast 
model, which is based on the Gary 
Cooper Duesenberg J housed in the 
Heritage Plantation of Sandwich Antique 
Automobile Museum on Cape Cod, 
Massachusetts. This model captures not 
only the Duesenberg’s exterior details

he Duesenberg J Victoria. It was 
Tos most elegant Duesenberg ever 

— an extraordinary claim for an 
automobile that was noted for its unparal- 
leled elegance and style. So luxurious, in 
fact, that only two were created. More 
than a mere automobile, the Duesenberg 
J Victoria was a work of art and was dis- 
played in the Paris Salon and the Cannes 
Concours d’Elegance. 

But a greater reflection of the 
Duesenberg’s style and elegance was the 
name of its most famous owner — the 
legendary Greta Garbo. For just as the 
enigmatic movie star was considered the 
loveliest actress during Hollywood’s 
golden era, so was the automobile she 
rode in considered the very essence of 
grand style and performance. 

The “Garbo Duesenberg,” as the origi- 
nal is now known, was in fact a master- 
piece of engineering design. It featured 
one of the longest wheelbases of any 
automobile ever created — a dramatic 
153.5 inches long — with sweeping pon- 
toon fenders and an extraordinarily low 
windshield. 

The unique coachwork was custom- 
designed by Fernandez and Darrin who 
built only two of these customized 
Victorias. The framework was construct- 
ed of the patented Sylentlyte which 
consisted of a cast aluminum alloy frame- 
work in lieu of the traditional wood fram- 
ing. However, on the “Garbo 
Duesenberg” both Sylentlyte and wood 
were used in attempt to keep the body 
weight down—a futile attempt since it is 


one of the heaviest Duesenbergs ever 
built. 

Today, the “Garbo Duesenberg” is 
noted for more than being the spectacu- 
lar automobile owned by the spectacular 
actress. It was bought by Jerry Moore of 
Houston, Texas for the then record price 
of $1.4 million. Surely used to the spot- 
light, the “Garbo Duesenberg” is never- 
theless one of the most provocative 
designs ever set upon a Model J chassis.

sary of Ferrari as an automobile manu- 
facturer. Appropriately named the F40, 
the car was designed to offer ultimate 
performance—a car that could be driven 
on either the road or the track. 
Engineers set out to build a car in the 
classic tradition, not nostalgic, but rather 
a sleek sports car with a human touch.

enthusiasts would have selected the 

incredible Jaguar SS-100 as the ulti- 
mate sports car. In fact, the SS-100 was in 
many respects the perfect sports car. 
Aficionados have always admired it 
because of its sleek lines and blazing 
speed. 

The SS-100 was crafted by the Swallow 
Company of Coventry, England, a part- 
nership that had been formed by two 
engineers, William Lyons and William 
Walmsley. The company’s first car which 
was introduced at the 1931 London Auto 
Show, was named the SS for Standard 
Swallow (or, as some have claimed, 
Swallow Sports). The first two models 
looked spectacular, with elongated bon- 
nets and low-slung seats, but their per- 
formance was mediocre. Even so, the 
cars sold well. 

Lyons, however, was more than a little 
unhappy with the performance of the SS, 
and he decided to build a new version 
with performance to match the car’s 
good looks. Thus was born the SS-90— 
the “90” indicating the car’s top speed. 
The following year the company offered 
the SS body with a new overhead-valve 
engine, which was available with dis- 
placements of either 242 or 31 liters. 
This resulted in one of the world’s first 
true 100-mile-an-hour sports cars: the SS- 
100—the first Swallow car to bear the 
name Jaguar. The car with the larger of 
the two engines cost only $2,175! 

The heart of the SS-100 was its six-in- 
line overhead-valve cast-iron engine,

which had a compression ratio of 7:1 and 
produced 125 horsepower. Its long, low 
body sat on a steel chassis slung 
between 18-inch wheels. The Jaguar 
looked far longer than its actual 12 feet. 9 
inches. 

The Jaguar SS-100 was clocked at the 
Brooklands Raceway at 125 miles per 
hour, and a stock model straight from the 
showroom could reach 60 miles per hour 
within 11 seconds. This was exceptional 
performance for its day, and even now its 
acceleration and top speed are consid- 
ered outstanding. The SS-100 is one of 
the most sought after of all Jaguars and is 
universally regarded as one of the most 
handsome motorcars ever produced.

he highlight of the Berlin Auto 
ae Show of 1934 was easy to spot 
among the Mercedes entries. 

There, along with a conventional cabrio- 
let and a sleek fastback coupe, 
was a special roadster, a car radically dif- 
ferent from anything that staid Mercedes 
had ever before offered. Despite its 
astronomical price tag of more than 
$10,000, this roadster received the high- 
est critical acclaim in several European 
auto shows that year. Mercedes had 
offered both superb touring cars and 
unexcelled sports models before, but not 
until 1934 had the firm managed to com- 
bine the finest features of both in a single 
automobile—the 500 K Special Roadster. 

The power plant of the new model was 
a five-litre, straight eight engine fitted 
with a Roots-type positive displacement 
supercharger. The engine itself devel- 
oped about 100 horsepower, but when 
the supercharger was engaged, it added 
an additional 60 horsepower and made a 
loud, high-pitched whine that was unmis- 
takably the sound of a Mercedes 500 K. 
The manufacturer’s specifications listed 
the top speed of the 500 K at 100 miles 
per hour, a figure that was surpassed by 
test drivers from the journal Autocar and 
was undoubtedly viewed with some 
amusement by aficionados. Certainly, the 
500 K was capable of delivering as much 
speed as any prudent driver might care 
to attempt. 

But other manufacturers were also 
producing fast sports cars at the time; 
the performance of the 500 K alone 


would hardly warrant its enthusiastic 
acclaim and very high price. The 
Mercedes 500 K differed from other 
sports-racers in one important respect: 
along with its speed and performance, it 
was an impeccably mannered touring car 
engineered for maximum comfort. Most 
versions featured opulent leather uphol- 
stery and (except in two-seater versions) 
fully reclining front seats and sleeping 
equipment. 

The model was not offered in standard 
production, however, and most were 
built and modified to special order. 
Therefore, there are many variations in 
exact details of the coachwork. The bod- 
ies were handbuilt by Sindelfingten, the 
finest coachwork firm in Germany. Of 
the various body configurations offered, 
the sleekest was without a doubt the 
lean, low Special Roadster, of which no 
more than 20 were ever produced. Today 
the 500 K reigns as the ultimate classic 
Mercedes.

| Mercedes-Benz automobiles, had 
i_/ one of the most successful racing 
records of any auto manufacturer prior to 
World War II. The war, of course, cur- 
tailed racing, and it wasn’t until the early 
1950s that Daimler-Benz could even con- 
sider reentering international competi- 
tion. Finally, in 1951 the firm made a 
commitment to return to racing as soon 
as possible, and this decision resulted in 
one of the greatest and most innovative 
sports cars in automotive history: the 
Mercedes-Benz 300 SL. 

To get a car ready for competition with 
minimum expense and maximum speed, 
the company made use of many existing 
components developed for a sedan the 
firm had previously introduced. To begin 
with, the existing car’s three-liter, six- 
cylinder engine was extensively 
reworked, increasing its output from 150 
to 215 horsepower. 

Other components, such as the inde- 
pendent suspension, swing rear axles 
and four-speed transmission, were adapt- 
ed with little change. This saved time 
and money, but these components were 
heavy for a racing vehicle. To compen- 
sate, the Mercedes design department 
perfected a concept that was then little 
more than experimental. The designers 
created a frame consisting of many small- 
diameter tubes welded together into an 
extremely strong truss-like structure far 
removed from the conventional automo- 
bile chassis. Not only was this so-called 
space frame strong, but it was many 


pounds lighter than ordinary frames. 

Since the frame blocked the areas tra- 
ditionally used for doors, one of the car’s 
most distinctive features was developed: 
doors hinged inside the roof to open 
upward. It was these doors that gave the 
300 SL its famous nickname Gullwing. 
With its envelope body, rounded curves 
and a frontal area of only 19.4 square 
feet, the 300 SL was the most stream- 
lined large sports car of its day. 

The prototype was unveiled before the 
press in March 1952, and two months 
later-a Gullwing coupe placed second in 
the 992-mile Mille Miglia road race. That 
same year the 300 SL burst into the fore- 
front of international racing with a victo- 
ry in the LeMans 24-hour race and 
domination of the important race held in 
Nurburgring, Germany, where 300 SL 
roadsters captured the first four places. 

In 1954 a production version of the 
Gullwing was made available to the pub- 
lic both in Europe and in the United 
States. This version, then the world’s 
fastest production car, won dozens of 
races and added to the luster of the 300 
SL as the greatest of all Mercedes-Benz 
sports cars.

And that is exactly what Packard did, 
and in the process he created one of the 
greatest names in American automobiles. 

Although Packard started building 
small reliable cars, by 1903 his firm had 
decided to concentrate on the luxury car 
market which at the time was dominated ~ 
by the Europeans. 

From that time forward, Packard auto- 
mobiles defined the epitome of elegance 
and style in American automobiles. 

The 1912 Packard Victoria Model 
1-48 was the first of Packard’s six-cylin- 
der models. It had a wheelbase of 139 
inches and was driven by 74 horsepower. 
Racing, the 1-48 was recorded at speeds 
of about 80 miles per hour, and it could 
accelerate from 0 to 60 in thirty seconds. 

But speed was not the cornerstone of 
the 1912 Packard’s reputation—untold 
elegance was. With thirteen body styles 
to choose from, each car in the 1-48 
series was a true example of elegant 
automobile styling. The Victoria had a 
body built by Demarest & Company of 
New York, and like all Packards, was 
noted for its superb craftsmanship, spare- 
no-expense materials, and elegant style. 
With tufted upholstery, wooden dash- 
board and running boards, sleek graceful 
lines, and an abundance of options, the

' j f hen C.S. Rolls and Henry Royce, 

founders of Rolls-Royce Limited, 

introduced their 1907 model, they 

were convinced that it was the finest car 
in the world. To prove it, they decided to 
give one of the chassis in their produc- 
tion line special treatment. To make the 
car distinctive, they finished the chassis 
in aluminum and a body was added with 
silver-plated external fittings. Because of 
its silver fittings and exceptionally 
smooth, quiet performance, they named 
it the Silver Ghost. Then they entered it 
in England’s most grueling endurance 
trials. 

In May 1907, with Managing Director 
Claude Johnson at the wheel, the Silver 
Ghost took part in a 2,000-mile trial 
under the scrutiny of the Royal 
Automobile Club. During this entire 12- 
day test, the car had to stop only for 
minor adjustments and the replacement 
of two accumulators. When the competi- 
tion was over, Johnson insisted that the 
car be disassembled. Royal Automobile 
Club officials were astonished to discov- 
er that the parts showed no appreciable 
wear. In June the Silver Ghost won a gold 
medal in the Scottish Reliability Trials, 
and after the trials Johnson, with the 
cooperation of the Royal Automobile 
Club, set out to break the world 
endurance mileage record of 7,089 miles. 
Not only did the Silver Ghost shatter the 
record by covering a distance of 14,371 
miles, but it did so without a single 
unscheduled stop. Again the car was dis- 
assembled, and again Royal Automobile 


Club officials found little wear. At a cost 
of only a little more than £2 for replace- 
ment parts, the Silver Ghost was 
restored to like-new condition. 

This astonishing performance was a 
testimony to the care and precision of 
Rolls-Royce production methods. The 
car had proved itself under the most 
demanding conditions. Not only was it 
amazingly durable, but an ingenious net- 
work of mufflers and manifolds almost 
eliminated engine noise. 

Soon after it completed its record- 
breaking endurance run, the Silver 
Ghost was purchased by Dan Hanbury, 
who gave it an even sterner test. He 
drove it for many years, and by the time 
it was reacquired by Rolls-Royce in 1948, 
it had traveled an incredible 400,000 
miles. Today, its odometer shows more 
than a half-million miles, and the car is 
still in excellent operating condition. 

Eventually, although only the original 
Silver Ghost had silver-plated fittings, 
every Rolls-Royce of the same design 
became known by that name. The design | 
was still being made in 1926, one of the 
longest production runs of any single 
car model.

even by the standards of today’s engi- 

neers. The Rolls-Royce Phantom I 
Cabriolet De Ville glided through the city 
streets and country roads with an elo- 
quent silence...the same silence that 
came over the awe-struck people who 
watched the Rolls-Royce as it seemed to 
float down the street.

Size, engineering, detail. And most of 
all—silence. The Phantom I Cabriolet De 
Ville fused all these elements into one of 
the most magnificent cars of all time. Itis — 
noteworthy that as the world neared a 
grim time of financial instability, the 
appeal of the Rolls-Royce remained strong 
and the company was still able to produce 
and sell nearly 3500 new Phantoms.

Young men still 
ride on the boom that was called “the 
Jazz Age.” And the Stutz Motor Company 
looks anxiously at its new boattail speed- 
sters that it has entered in the grueling 
Atlantic City 150 mile race. Before the 
day was through the Stutz Black Hawk 
would take first, second and third prizes 
at Atlantic City. And news would come 
from across the country that another 
first was taken at Pike’s Peak and that 
the Penrose trophy for fastest stock car 
was won by a Stutz sedan. It was the 
beginning of an era.

Handsome large headlamps, gracefully 
sweeping fenders, and upholstery and 
carpet of the finest quality gave the two- 
seater Black Hawk a patina of elegance 
and grace. 

1928 not only saw luxurious appoint- 
ments added to the Black Hawk, but its 
engineering was greatly improved with 
insight into what a truly fine automobile 


I is Labor Day, 1927. Atlantic City is 


required. Offering an option of four com- 
pression ratios on its standard engine, 
the legendary Stutz Vertical Eight, as 
well as a choice of eight gear ratios, the 
1928 Black Hawk permitted a range of 
horsepower from 115 to 125. Three elec- 
tric fuel pumps and tires built for high 
speeds reflected the Black Hawk’s pen- 
chant for the spotlight of the racing 
world. 

This odd combination of speed, ele- 
gance, and safety made the Stutz Black 
Hawk one of the outstanding American 
cars of its day.
